The Pecan, State Tree of Texas, surpasses all trees 
for sheer beauty, permanence, and profit. Plant Siuari’s 
papershell pecans for your own pleasure and profit, 
and to provide a natural endowmeni for your children 
and grandchildren. 


With great pride we offer you our proven varieties of 
budded papershell pecans. We consider the varieties 
offered and our own siock in these variciies to be of the 
best. Our trees grow much fasier, are more productive, 
and bear younger than the seedling trees. 


Closest attention is given by the management to see 
that only the very best bud woods are selected for the 
budding of our papershell pecans. These fine buds are 
budded on hardy Texas pecan seedlings. This combi- 
nation of rugged root stock and buds of high quality 
and vitality produces the best of trees. 


In planting, bear in mind the permanence of the 
pecan tree and iis great size: allow plenty of room. 
Do not plant the trees closer than 40 feet to each other. 
In commercial plantings, it is better io space them 60 
by 60 feet. 

In ideal pecan soils, the post-hole digger may be 
used to open the holes for the trees. Plant the trees 
about two inches deeper than they stood in the nursery 
row. Return the good top soil to the hole first, water well, 
and finish refilling hole wiih dirt and tamp well. 

After irees are well esiablished, good commercial fer- 
tilizer is beneficial. Cover crops are especially good. 
By all means, spray as needed. Consult your County 
Agent about local conditions. 

In tight soils, it is better to open a good-sized hole so 
the trees will find a friendlier place in which to estab- 
lish themselves.

STUART'S FINE PEACHES 


Peaches may be successfully grown on any soil that will produce aver- 
age yields of farm crops. They prefer the lighter soils such as sandy loams, 
but will do well on heavier soils if well drained. Many fine orchards are 
found growing in soils with a mixture of clay. Peach trees do not like wet 
feet, so soggy and sub-irrigated soils should be avoided. 


The trees transplant readily, grow rapidly and fruit early. A peach 
orchard is so easily set and brings such early returns that every home, 
be it city or farm, should have one. If you have peach soil, plant a com- 
mercial orchard, because peach orchards are returning good profits. 


We recommend setting peach trees 30 feet each way and for convenient 
cultivation. Cultivate as needed and adhere to the spraying schedule sug- 
gested by your county agent. He will be glad to assist you. 


We have earnestly tried to give you true information about the peaches 
listed, what they are, and to which localities they are best suited. The 
peaches recommended as commercial are commercial peaches, and other 
representations are according to our own belief. Varieties are listed accord- 
ing to ripening date, and dates given are for North Central Texas. 


MAYFLOWER. About May 25. Medium size in red cling. One of the most 
dependable bearers. Good quality for such an early peach. Highly colored, 
a good roadstand peach. 


TOPAZ. June 1. Mayflower type; more color and larger. Dark red cling. 
Sure bearer. You will like this improved Mayflower. 


MAMIE ROSS. June 5. An old favorite. Large white fruit with slight red 
blush. Semi-cling. For home use. 


MELBA. June 5. This is a Honey-Hybrid peach of highest quality; large, 
delicious, perfect freestone.

THE PLUM 


The plum thrives in many soils and over a wide range of climate. It 
deserves a place in every home orchard for fresh fruit, jellies, preserves, 
and jams. Commercial plantings prove profitable. Plant some of the choice 
varieties. Do not forget the Cherry Plums that have won such well deserved 
favor. 


BRUCE. Early, last few days of May. Extra large, red. One of the best pro- 
ducers. Good quality. Fine eating and cooking plum. The fruit will turn 
almost white a few days before ripening and should be handled for market 
at this stage. The Bruce is one of the best money makers in the commercial 
field. By all means plant some Bruce. 


AMERICA. June 25. The leader among commercial plums. Yellow, and a 
real shipper. If left on tree until fully ripe, the America turns almost red. 
We find it to be the heaviest bearer of all. Here is a quality plum that will 
please you. Excellent cooker. 


BURBANK. June 25. Prolific bearer. Delicious; one of the favorites for eating. 
Has red with purple tinge, yellow flesh. Good shipper. A good market 
plum. 


SATSUMA, June 25. Satsuma makes thrifty tree; one of the finest flavored 
plums on the market. Medium size, cherry red. If you want a fine eating 
plum do not fail to plant Satsuma. Very sweet, with enough acid in the 
peel to make fine jelly. 


SAPA CHERRY PLUM. Ripens in late June. The best of the cherry plums. 
Favorite for cooking. Dark purple carries to the seed. Makes the prettiest 
jelly and pies, similar to cherries. Grows very crooked, making a bush 
instead of a tree. Trees out of the nursery rows will not be straight. You 
will have satisfaction growing the Sapa.

The apple is one of the most dependable and profitable of fruits. The trees are 
hardy, long-lived, and bloom so late that crops are seldom lost because of frost or late 
freeze. The apple is adapted to many soils of the Southwest and will do well in sandy 
soils too wet for peaches. We recommend the following varieties. Ripening dates are for 
North Central Texas. 


RED JUNE. Ripe about June 20th. Medium size, good producer. A good cooking apple. 
Makes thrifty trees. 


YELLOW TRANSPARENT. Ripens about with Red June. Large. Clear yellow color. Trees 
bear quite young. The Yellow Transparent is a favorite for jelly, pies and preserves. 


KING DAVID. (3) Aug. 20th. Cross with Winesap and Jonathan, has the flavor of both. 
Medium to small, on account of its large crops. Heaviest producer of all. Very red, fine 
cooker, and a favorite eating apple. Good pollinator for Red Delicious. 


JONATHAN. An old favorite. Good flavor, excellent for eating and cooking. Red. Medium 
size. Dependable bearer. Probably the best pollinator for Delicious. Ripe September 1. 


DELICIOUS, DOUBLE RED. (1) Early September. No other apple has the distinct flavor of 
this old favorite. This is the one that comes to mind when someone mentions eating an 
apple. No other apple has the peculiar five points at the bloom end of the fruit. Shy 
bearer if you do not have good pollinators. The largest of all apples. Fine flavor. The 
thrifty, fast-growing trees seem to be the hardiest of all. 


YELLOW DELICIOUS. (2) Ripe with Red Delicious. Far better producer. Shaped almost

Thrifty and will stand neglect. Fruit large, golden-green color. Fine quality, and good 
eating pear. Excellent for canning. One of the best. 
-KEIFFER. Picture and description on Page 9. 
LE CONTE. Early August. Tree hardy, fast growing, and not subject to blight. Fruit bell 
shaped, yellow, with creamy flesh. Fine for eating. Good cooker. An old Southern 
favorite. 
ORIENT. Ripe late August. Most noteworthy is this pear, which has been under observa- 
tion of the Knoxville, Tenn., Station for more than 18 years. During this time, the Orient 
has been blight proof. The tree has a stocky trunk and open shape top, is large and 
vigorous, and should appeal, especially, to the orchardist. 

The very white fleshed fruit is covered by a greenish yellow peel, on which black 
dots appear at ripening. Should be picked when firm for market. Excellent cooker and 
canner, Fine for eating.

PLANT- 
ING TIME is mid-spring—about April 10 to May 10, de- 
pending on locality and season, AFTER ALL DANGER OF 
FROST IS PAST. BEFORE planting, drive 6 ft. stakes 18 in. 
into ground 36 in. apart. Make hole of sufficient depth 
and size by stake. Plant tuber 6 inches deep. Lay horizon- 
tally with stem end near stake, and gradually fill depres- 
sion with soil as young shoots grow. As plants grow, 
fasten stems securely, not tightly, to stakes with 1 in. 
strips of strong cloth. DISBUDDING should usually be 
started when plants are 1 ft. high. If exhibition blooms 
are desired, a regular program of fertilization should be 
followed.
